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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to applicants arguments, see 
Remarks page 7, that Smith and the APA does not teach the process of conduction successive semantic recognition without having to have 
the keyword present every time a command is issued, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Smith figure 6, Step 620, waiting for a 
command, speech recognition is being performed. At step 625, the command is not able to be recognized, and the state reverts back to 
step 620. This amounts to successive semantic recognition as no keyword must be said between each attempt. 

With regards to applicants arguments, see Remarks page 7, that Smith and the APA does not teach that "the time is calculated 
between a current input voice signal and a previous input voice signal, both of which are commands issued for the voice interactive system 
to perform specific functions, and both of which are commands to have semantic recognition performed thereupon by the semantic 
recognition module" it is noted that the limitations "both of which are commands issued for the voice interactive system to perform specific 
functions, and both of which are commands to have semantic recognition performed thereupon by the semantic recognition module" do not 
appear in the claims. Therefore these arguments are spurious. 

With regards to applicants arguments, see Remarks page 8, that Smith fails to disclose or suggest that calculation of idle time 
occurs simultaneously with the semantic recognition, the examiner respectfully disagrees. However, the wait state of Smith is much the 
same as the semantic recognition state of the claim. Semantic recognition must be occurring in the wait state in order to determine which 
command was entered by the user, thereby determining which state the system should move to next, IE, 635, directory, or 540, calling. 
Therefore semantic recognition must be active when the time is being calculated in the wait state. When an input other than silence is 
recognized, the timer is of course stopped as the system moves out of the wait state. 

With regards to applicants arguments, see Remarks page 8 that Smith does not disclose or suggest the detecting module, the 
examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant's arguments on this point are not persuasive as they amount to a general allegation that the 
claims are patentably different from the prior art. . 
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
